Tbe little office of Squire Manner on 
Sixth street was crowded to overflow- 
ing Saturday afternoon at one o'clock 
when 
Howard 
Leighninger was 
brought in by Sheriff Hedge for pre- 
liminary hearing. He k> charged with 
shooting Thouios Calboun, schoolmas- 
ter at McCune's school in Osfor-J 
township, with intent to kill. He was 
released under *1,UOO bond. 


Among tbecrowu were a number of 
friends of tbe young man who lies suf- 
fering untold agonies at tbe home of 
his father near the scene of the trag- 
edy and of the young man who is 
charged with the crime. 
There was 
some delay. Squire Manner wailing 
on Prosecutor Wneeler and W. ;j. 
Merrell who came in after E. W. 
James, attorney lor Leighmger. 
The reading of the affidavit, was 


waived, and Leigbninger entered a 
plea of not guilty. 
The witnesses, Edward A. Calboun 
and Charles McGiffin, were asked u 
stand up. They were sworn and Cal 
houn testified as follows: 
"I live about two and a half miles 
southwest of Isleta. I am 26 years- 
know Howard Leighoinger.

Grant foosbt Shiloh and Donelson 
wben thirty-eight: Raphael died at 
thirty-seven: Luther was the hero of 
the reformation at thirty-five: Sir Phil- 
ip Sidney got through by tbirty-two. 
The greatest deeds for God and against 
him were done -within the thirties, and 
your greatest battles are now and be- 
tween the time when you cease ex- 
pressing your age by patting: first a 
figure 2 and the time when you will 
cease expressing It by putting first a 
figure 3. As it is tbe greatest time of 
the struggle, I adjure you. in God's 
name and by God's grace. mr.Iie it the 
greatest achievement. Jly prayer is for 
ali those in the tremendous crisis of 
the thirties. Tbe fact is that by the 
way you decide the present decade of 
your history you decide ail tbe follow- 
ing decades. 


The Decade of DI»cov*rj-- 


Xcxt I aceWt tbe forties. Tours is 


the decade of discovery. I do not mean 
the discovery of tbe outside, but tbe 
discovery of yourself. Xo man knows 
himself until he is forty. He overesti- 
mates or underestimates himself. By 
that time be has learned what he can 
do or what he cannot do. He 
he bad commercial genius enough to 
become a millionaire, but now 'he is 
satisfied to make a comfortable living. 
He thought be bad rhetorical power 
that would bring him into the United 
States senate; now he is content if he 
can successfully argue a common case 
before a petit jury. He thought he 


every fifty years was by God's 
rnand a year of Jubilee. The people did 
not work that year. If property had 
by misfortune gone out of one's pos- 
ses.sion. on the fiftieth year it came 
back to bio. If he had fooled it away. 
it was returned without a farthing to 
pay. if a man had been enslaved, he 
was iu that year emancipated. A trum- 
pet was sounded loud and clear and 
long, and it was the trumpet of jubilee. 
They shook hands, tney laughed, they 
congratulated. 
What a time it was. 


that fiftieth year! And if under the old 
disi>ensatioii it was such a glad time. 
under our uew and more glorious dis- 
pensation let all who nave come to the 
fifties hear tbe trumpet of jubilee that 
I now blow. That was the allusion 
made by Mr. Toplady. the great hym- 
nologist. when he wrote:

My sermon next accosts the sixties. 


The beginning of that decade is more 
startling than any other. In his chron- 
ological journey the man rides rather 
smoothly over the figures 2 and 3 aad 4 
and 5. but the figure 6 gives him a big 
jolt. «He says: "It cannot be that I am 
sixty. Let me examine the old family 
record. I guess they made a mistake. 
They got my name down wrong in the 
roll of births."

brothers or sisters remember the time 
of his advent, and there is some rela- 
tive a year older and another relative 
a year younger, and. sure enough, the 
fact is established beyond all disputa- 
tion. Sixty! Now your great danger 
is the temptation to fold up your facul- 
ties and quit. You will feel a tendency 
to reminiscence. If you do not look 
out. yon will begin almost everything 
•with the words. ""When I was a boy." 
Bnt yon ought to make the sixties more 
memorable for God and the truth than 
the fifties or the forties or the thirties. 
Yon oaght to do more during the next 
ten years than you did in any thirty 
years of yonr life because of all the ex- 
perience you have had. You have com- 
mitted enough mistakes in life to make 
you wise above your juniors. Now. un- 
der the accumulated light of your past 
experimenting, go to trork for God 
as never before. When a man in the 
sixties folds up his energy and feels 
he has done enongh, it is tbe devil of 
indolence to which he is surrendering:, 
and God generally takes the man at his 
word and lets him die right away. His 
brain, that under the tension of hard 
work is active, now suddenly shrivels. 
Men. 
whether they retire from secular 


or religions work, generally retire to. 
the grave. Xo -we! I man has a right to 
retire. The world was made to work. 
There reraaineth a rest for the people 
of God. but it is ia a sphere beyond the 
reach 
of telescopes.
